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CHIN, Disgtrict Judge

In this case, a number of documents have been filed
under seal, at the request of the Government. Emails submitted
by victims (or alleged victims) account for three of the sealed
entries on the docket. WNBC has requested that all sealed items
be ungealed and made publicly available.

It ie hereby ORDERED as follows:

1. The Government, defendant, and WNRC shall confer
in an effort to agree on what may be unsealed {(with or without
redactions) .

2. To the extent the Government, defendant, and WNBC
cannot agree, the Government and/or defendant shall oppose WNBC'S
unsealing request in writing, citing the relevant legal
authorities, by March 31, 2009. WNBC may respond in writing by
April 7, 2009.
